Vile enclosed Don Uattenbor^ coliunn, "Irving Drown*s Cause, Y from todayc*cs Baltimore 
Dun, rtjindlnds me of our conversation in vdiich I su^^^ested that you v/ould want to read 
Henry^ Doi^erls doctoral thesis at Kadison, (l had not laiow/ythat Drown had just died 
and I'm nou a bit surprised at Wattenberg* s neocon omissions in his epitaph.) 

Henry, now professor of history at V/ashington College, St* -^ouis, is the son of 
our dear friend liJmeiirwho for yecr.rs had Frederick* d oniy bookstore. V/hen he was planning 
his thesis his formulation of which i now do not recall clearly and I was talking to him 
about it I augijested a reformulation of his basic concept into a study of the U.S. labor 
movomont as an arm of foreigh policy. He did that and to his father's, chagrin refused 
seveHal offers to publis/i it as a book. ^ 

aside from reorienting hiS thinicing I was able to help /^enry by opening trade- 
union archives to him. among these were those of the aFL-CIO. Brown represented it in 
Europe nnd &l'fica and the late SerqJ^no Houmaldi in Latin America. George Meany*s 
secretary, a fine woman named Virginia Telias, was a customer when 1 farmed and it is 
she who opened those records up for Hbnry's study and use. I saw her^ every week and 
she tliought Henry* 3 study a good idea. I never discussed it in detail with her and I 
have no reason to believe she know or asked wliat //enry believed and thought. 

V/hat Wattenberg avoids is that Brown and Roumaldi were, wlJile working for the 
union, virtuilly adjuncts of the Cl A find the State Department. There were successful 
in isolating those foreign unions that did not toe the ^ ])olicy line. Houmaldi was a 
major factor in tlio oveitui 7 ^v of Cheddi Ifagan in Guyana, the end their boy, Forbes Burn- 
ham, had to sliift prett}/ much to lagan*s position and as a result we never hear of him 
and Guyana any more.) 

Before tlie intrusions of military helicopters compelled us to cease our poultry 
oixjration find because i was a specialist in exceptional quality, there had come a time 
when, liaving hoard of the fabled chickens of Bresse, I f.nught it might be a good idea 
to try rfising them on tlie chance that they did have some genetic superiority as food.

Tlio first rettson he gave his fathc^r is that he did not have time for the required 
rewriting:.. But with the passiru^ of time thfit was no longer a valid reason. I know he had 
at least one other book offer that he rejected. I also thought it a bit odd that he did 
not offer to lot mo read his thesis. VHiile X do not know wliat actually motivated his 
decision not to permit it to appefir as a book I am inclined to believe that once he was 
teaching history (his first job was at the ^vorsity of Vermont and he later turned 
Dartmouth down to go to Washington)he decided that his thesis was too liberal. 

If you can get the thesis I'd like to read it. I do not know of any other record 
of that fispect of la^jor and foreign policy at least for tliat period.
